' They Cross the River Yser 


Battle Shows no Signs of Slackening, no Quarter Being Asked or 
Given—Kaiser Keeps on Bringing up Reinforcements and 
Indications are that Contest wil be Waged Till Limit of Human 
_Endurance is NReachedFrench Kight Wing Apparently 
Making Progress—British Government Withdraws Order For- 
bidding Capture Enemys’ Reservists on Ships. 


London, Oct. 28—‘The bloody massacre,’’ as it is described 
by those on the spot among the sand dunes and the canals of Flan- 
ders, shows as yet but few signs of slackening. The valor of the 
German attack has been persistenty countered by equal valor from 
the steady ranks before them. Apparently no quarter is being asked 
or given in this battle on the western front. 

Seven times altogether the Germans have crossed and recrossed 
the Yser. Each time they sicceeded in gaining the left bank they 
found themselves in a death trap commanded by the guns of the 
defenders, immovably entrenched behind the railroad embankment 
running more or Jess parallel to the Yser, and completely barring their 
progress, Some German forces, according to the latest reports in 
London, succeeded in finding shelter enough among the hills to enable 
them to retain a footing between the Yser and the railroad running 
from Dixmude io Nieuport, but this number, up to the present time, 
has been insufficient to dislodge the allies. German reinforcements 
are still rolling up, and the efforts to break through the line shows no 
sign of cessation. Nor is it expected that they will until the exhausted 
masses of men reach the limit of their endurance. 

It is impossible for observers in London to deduce from the Ger- 


arena of the war, From the point of the allies the French announce- 
ments of continued progress between Ypres and Dixmude are consid- 
ered satisfactory as foreshadowing a possible threatening of the rear 
of the German forces nearest the coast. 

Another piece of favorable news, from the standpoint of the al- 
lies, comes from the Argonne and the region of the Barrier fortresses. 

This reports the French occupation of territory hitherto held by 
the invaders, and that the French right wing had been afforded an 
opening for profitable offensive movement which may have an echo 
on the seaboard. 

The opinion Is expressed widely by British military observers 
that the present class of tactics cannot, as was the case in a number 
of previous battles of the campaign, fade away into another phase 
without some result which will thwart or give marked success to one 
side or the other. 

If the Germans are sending fresh masses of men to the fighting 
zone, the allies probably are equalling their opponents’ numbers with 
reinforcements. 

The Belgian government has been stirred to great activity by 
the comment that there are large numbers of young and physically 
able Belgians enjoying life in England, when their proper place, it is 
contended, is in the ranks of their own army. 

A call now has been issued by the Belgian government summon- 
ing all efficients between the ages of 18 and 30 to enlist for the dur- 
ation of the war and announcing that after November 15 all bachelors 
are to be automatically enrolled. 

Simultaneously, it is declared here, the British government has 
repented of its recent instructions forbidding the capture of reservists 
of the enemy on neutral vessels and has withdrawn this order. The 
public welcomes this change of front, as it is opposed to giving facili- 
ties to the flood of German and Austrian reservists to join their colors 
and thus neutralize the fresh troops the allies are able to send into 
the field.

NAVAL BATTLES 
ABOVE AND BELOW. 


When the Spaniards, then lords of the ocean, built their sixteenth- 
century galleons three decks high and armed them with guns which in 
that age were supposed to be of sufficiently heavy calibre to rock the 
foundations of the world. Drake sallied forth with craft not much 
bigger than a good-sized yaw! and, by getting under their line of fire, 
blew up the Don’s armada and drove the Castilians from the sea. 

That was nearly four hundred years ago and there have been 
many changes in ship building since those gallant days. But the ex- 
perience of the present war seems to indicate that the vulnerable place 
with war ships is where it always was; beneath fhe firing line. All that 
Drake had to do in those early days was to keep low—the guns could 


not be ranged to catch his diminuitive ships when he got to close quar- | 


ters. Today they are going lower still—below the water line, where 
a shot directed against a submarine is powerless except to put its 
eyes out. 

Where the submarine and battleship have come into contact in 
this present war, the results have been as disastrous to the submarine 
as were the onslaughts of Drake against the galleons. Now the na- 
lions, having established by practice that the ship which conceals it- 
self beneath the waves is very dangerous indeed, are commencing to 
enlarge upon the submarine. Russia is building one of five thousand 
tons displacement, four hundred feet long, which will be able to travel 
two hundred miles without coming to the surface. It throws a broad- 
side of eight torpedoes, for under water fighting, and mounts five-inch 
guns for surface fighting. 

The day of the battleship seems to have suddenly come to a close, 
just as théMay of the galleon was brought to quite as sudden a close in 
just about the same waters. The naval battles of the future, appar- 
ently, are to be fought out in the depths, and the bombardments to be 
carried out by ships which will approach the fortress under the surface. 

There is this much satisfaction, however, that while the obseles- 
ence of the battleships would mean a greater loss in constructed war- 
ships to Britain than to any other country. ,the allies in this war—par- 
ticularly France—have the finest line of submarines and the largest 
torpedo fleet afloat, and the new style of firhting would find them in 
the better position, 


THE THING WHICH MAKES 


THIS WAR EPOCHAL. 

It was not until 1776, when the rebellious American colonists set 
out to establish a few precedents in their own behalf, that the theory 
was seriously advanced that only such governments as derived their 
power from the consent of the governed could be counted as just 
governments, The idea at that time was new, counted ingeniously 
novel, to say the least, and such a radical departure from any previous 
conception of the proper foundation of governmental powers that 
the United States government was counted for years as entertaining 
such unorthodox beliefs that many nations refused to recognize Uncle 
San in public. 

Yet in the short space of a century and a half the world’s con- 
ception of the proper source of the governing authority has so changed 
that the nation which does not accept the Declaration of Independence 
axiom is the nation counted as the pariah among the family of nations. 
Britain, which sent armies to overthrow the fallacies gaining ground 
in America, now embraces those fallacies and proclaims herself the 
first democracy of the universe. France massacred her kings and no- 
bility to arrive at the new conception, and even then was three-quar- 
ters of a century delayed. Italy*went through terrible internecine and 
fratracidal wars to reach the goal, Japan emerged from barbarism to 
herald the dawn in democractic habiliments. China feels the stirring 
of the yearning for freedom from autocracy. Even Russia, with cen- 
turies of precedent to justify the perpetuation of kingly rule, realizes 
the inevitableness of the coming change. 

Only Germany holds out against the great universal revolution in 


Germany alone persists in the theory of divine- 


ideas of government.

lions without their consent, and Germany is fighting today against the 
civilized world for the perpetuation of the old order of things, 

If Germany wins the clock will have been turned back to where 
the handful of uncouth settlers in America started in 1776. If Ger- 
many loses, the question will be forever settled by the last recalcitrant 
government of Consequence in the world being brought to a recogni- 
lion that its authority cannot be a just authority without the consent 
of those governed. This is the essence of the thing which makes this 
war epochal.

; WAYSIDE APPLES | 


(By Peter McArthur.) 

Why should the apples be wasted? 
sven though the market price of other 
country products—such as erains, but- 
ter, meat, etc—may be low, they will 
de cared for and little allowed to go to 
waste, The necessary machinery for 
marketing them has been perfected, 
though the price may fluctuate, but 
with apples and other fruits the case 
is entirely different. This department 
of trade has been almost entirely spec- 
ulative and unless the dealers have 
seen a chance to make a large profit, 
much good fruit has been allowed to go 
to waste. But even if a market were 
established and properly organized 
there would still be a waste, because 
of the attitude of the public. Every- 
body wants No, 1 apples of the choicest 
varieties, and there is no market for 
culls. It is quite true that many of the 
culls are used in evaporating factor: 
ies to make dried apples and also to 
inake cider and vinegur. But the coun- 
try is full of uncared-for orchards that 
yield a large supply of excellent apples 
that cannot be graded. it is a shame 
that these should be allowed to waste. 
The cost of production being practical- 
ly nothing beyond the rent of the land 
on which the orchard a very 
small price would move the farmers 
together and save these apples, if (here 
were a market for them. They are good 
enough, not only for the poor, but for 
anyone with a sense of economy. 

Let me remind those who insist on 
nothing but the choicest «apples, which 
are always bound to be less 
expensive, that the most delightful ap 
preciation of apples in the language 
was not written about any of the well- 
known varieties but about the wind- 
falls in neglected corners of New Wne- 
land. Speaking of some of his apple- 
eating revels, Thoreau suys:

Nevertheless, with oxperienced 
eyes I explore under tho bare alders, 
and the huckleberry bushes, and the 
Withered sedge, and in the crevices of 
the rocks which are fu'l of leaves, and 
pry under the faHen and decayed ferns 
Which, with appie and alder leaves, 
thickly strew the ground. For 1 know 
that they Me concealed, fallen into hol- 
lows long since, and covered up by the 
leaves of the trec itself a proper kind 
of packing. From these lurking places, 
everywhere -‘vitnia fi* circumference 
of the tree, I draw forth the fruit all 
wet and glossy, may be nibvled by rab- 
bits and hollowed out by crickets, and 
perhaps a leaf or two cemented to it 
(as Curzon would an «ld manuscript 
from a monastery’s mouldy cellar), but 
still with a rich bloom on it, and at 
least as ripe and well-kept, if no bet- 
ter than those in barrels, more crisp 
and lively than they, If these re- 
sources fail to yield anything, I have 
learned to look between the leaves of 
the suckers whieh spring thickly from 
some horizontal limb, for now and then 
one lodges there, or In the very midst 
of an alder clump, where they are cov- 
ered by leaves, safe’ from cows which 
may have smelled them out. If I am 
sharp set, for 1 do not refuse the blue 
pearmain, I fill my pockets on each 
side; and as I retrace my steps in the 
frosty eve, being perhaps four or five 
miles from home, I @at one first from 
this side, and then from that, to keep 
my balance,’ 

Apples that were good enough for a 
philosopher are good enough for any- 
one, Ask the children how they would 
like to get such apples as these.

Neely, manager of the Alberta Linseed 
Oil mills, which sustanied a serious | 
loss by fire a few days ago, announces 
that, as soon as the adjustment of the! 
loss is completed, it is the intention of | 
the company to at once rebuild the 
part of plant destroyed. 
the loss at $26,000, and the adjusters 
are now busy on the details. 

Excellent work was done by the city 
fire brigade at the time of the fire, the 
flames being confined to the mill build- 
ing proper, the municipality's modern, 
acrial laddel truck being especially 
useful, As a result, the elevator ad- 
joining, containing a large quantity of 
flaxseed, and the oil tank, with about 
125,000 gallons of linseed oll, were not 
injured. At the time of the fire, about 
25 men were employed by the industry, 
it being the only Linseed oil mill in 
Western Canada, with many orders 
ahead, which would keep the factory 
busy all winter. It is owned by local 
interests, with an investment of about 
$80,000, and has always been a success- 
ful enterprise. In rebuilding the 80 by 
80 foot brick structure, some improve- 
ments will be introduced.
